A Scene of Wild Disorder 
at the Blair Pub- 
lic School. 


The Rattling of a Steam Coil 
Causes a Frightful 
Commotion. 


Pupils and Teachers Borne Down 
| and Trampled in the 
Excitement. 


Eight of the Children Injured in Their Fran- 
tic Efforts to Get Out ef the Building— 
Narrow Escape From Death—Commend- 
able Presence of Mind on the Part of the 
Principal and Teachers Averts a Catas- 
trophe—Over 1,000 Children in the Build- 
ing—The Pupils Locked in Their Room 
Statements of the Youmg Ladies Who 
Prevented the Spread of the Panic—Full 
Details ef the Accident. 


T 11:20 o’clock

At that 
hour Miss Bet- 
tina Krebs, 
teacher in 
room No. 10 on the first floor, near the north 
entrance to the school, Wa ,ttracted by a 


rattling in the beating coll in room, A 
moment later the escaping steam 
‘alarmed the children, who, fear- 
ing that it was the premonition of an 


explosion, left their seats. Half a dozen of 
the pupils nearest the door started from 
their seats. Miss Krebs ordered them to 
their seats in a determined voice and rushing 
to the door held it closed, She soon quieted 
them completely. A moment later the 
water in the pipes pushed by the steam from 
the boiler renewed the rattling 
noise and a small amount of steam 
escaped into the room. Before Miss Krebs 
could reach the door this time, the chiidren 
darted out of their seats and started for the 
hall. Miss Krebs gained the door, but she was 
carried out into the hall by the stream of ex- 
cited children, who bore her to the floor 
and running over her prostrate form dashed 
frantically down the hall. One of the main 
entrances to the building is located just beside 
the door of room No. 10 but in the excitement 
none of the children sought this mode of 


egress in their fright. Room No. 9 
is situsted just across the haliway 
from No. 10 and is presided over by 


Miss Clara Stickle. The children inthis room 
heard the excitement in the hall just outside 
the door and at once became unmanageable. 
Some of them reached the door before the 
teacher, who, with commendable promptness 
retarded the revolt which with the ffty-six 
pupils in Room No. 10 would have choked up 
the hall and resulted in many of the 
children being trampled in the narrow pass- 
age. There are eight rooms on the first floor 
abutting the ball, which runs from the north 
to the south end of the main building, and 


into which the staircases from the 
two upper stories lead. As the chil- 
dren dashed down the ball the 


cries and sound of shuffling feet spread the 
excitement to other rooms and tothe children 
in Room No, 14, where Miss Mary P. Miller is 
the teacher. Conceiving the cause of the ex- 
citement ina moment, Miss Miller ran to the 
door, but the children pushing against 
her in their desperate determination to 
get out of the room, bore her 
down. Sne did not regain her feet 
until dozens of the children had passed oer 
her, trampling her 60 seriously that for some 
moments she could not recover her breath. 
She lost no time, however, but went to the 
hall at once, and there did much to quiet the 


excited children. , 

The janitor was passing through the building 
when be heard the noise of the panic-atricken 
children and running to the south door he 
found them choking the entrance and tum r 
over one another down the stone steps whic 
were completely hidden by the mass of

Birdie Wickened fell just as she reached the 
foot of the steps, and thé crowd that was com.

Annie Dodge was pushed down by the crowd 
and badly trampled. She received severe 
bruises, and when she was taken to her home

moned at once. = 

Annie Meyers ran out of No. 14 which is the 
nearest room to the door where the crowding 
took place. She got well down the stairs 
when she fell and struck her head on one of 


the atone steps, cutting a gas 
just back of her ear. The panic- 
stricken scholars rusbed over her 


but an soon as any one could get near to her 
Mr. Herzog, the principal, took her up and 
cared for her yntil she could be removed. 
Her home is at 2015 Benton place and she was 


taken there at once. Her head was badly 
cut and there was a — of 
blood on the step where she laid. 


No one stepped on her, and though she had a 
dangerous falland lay in a dangerous place 
the cut in her head is her only injury. 

Emma Delendorf wes pushed against the 
wall and her leftarm was crushed though it 
was not broken. ' 

Ruth Reilly was, stepped on and bruised 
but not injured severely. She suffered more 
from fright than anything else and had to be 
taken home after the excite ment subsided. 

Ida Klostermeyer was thrown down and 
trampled on. She received a number of in- 
juries but none of them were serious. She 
was bruised and her head scratched and cut. 
— sag taken to her home at 2247 Montgomery 
street. 

Australia Stroch was overcome with fright 
and fell, but she was not injured. 

Elsie McBride was knocked down and 
trampled, but not hurt. She remained about 
the building and attended the afternoon ses- 
sion of the school. 

THE CAUSE OF THE PANIC. 
Miss Bettina Krebs, the teacher of Room 9, 
whose experience was related above, wus seen 
by a Post-DISPATCH reporter who called at her 


first crack that I heard, but am not sure. I 
had been at the Irving 
School in knew exactiy 
what 0. This was fortunate 
as it proved, for in an ineredibly short s 0 
of time the panic spread from floor to floor, 
and, in spite of the efforts of the teachers to 
check it, a very large proportion of the 1,000 
children who were in the building were 
RUSHING WILDLY 
for the stairways. I had just looked at the 
clock and know that it was within a minute of 
11:20. In an instant the stairway leading from 
the third story was crowded with children, 
moony boys, who were rushing for the door. The 
cry of ‘fire’ was raised, and I feared that 
there would be terrible loss of life. I did not 
know what was the matter, but determined to 
stop the rush at all hazards. I calied out to 
the boys as loudly as I could to stop where 
they were, braced my back against the wall, 
— ay them back, and finally threatened to 
nock down anyone who passed forward. The 
teachers in the various rooms were meantime 
doing their best, and within three minutes at 
the outside the — — was checked in the 
north wing of the building. The janitor, Jobn 
Fairman, did splendid service. He took 
his stand on the stairs leading from 
the first foor, and kept the boys back. A 
.few passed me, 8 under my arm, or 
jumping over the balustrade, but not 
enough materially 


to add to the 
confusion. It was very fortunate 
that the rush was checked at this point, be- 
cause the door of No. 10, where the panic 
originated, is near the foot of the stair, and 
the children lu that room and No.9 opposite 
are generallv young, and would have been 

OVERWHELMED BY THE BOYS 

from the upper floor. When the first fright 
was over, the children behaved admirably; in 
fact many of them never leit their rooms, but 
oveyed their teachers. The latter, as far as I 
saw, kept cool, and did all they could to stop 


the rush. In five minutes it was all over in 
the northwest wing of the building. 

‘*As soon as could 1 ran 
around to the southwest wing and 


found that affairs were there ina much'worse 
condition. It unfortunately chanced that the 
anitor and myself, the only two men in the 
uildiug, were in the northwest wing when 
the panic occurred, and had our bands 
too full to attend to what was happening at 
the other end ofthe hail. The rooms in that 
wing have a large excess of giris, although 
there are some boys. The ladies 
in charge were not strong enough to 
check the rush, but were borne along with It, 
Mise Miller being thrown down and trampled

on. A few children received slight scratches 
from being pushed against the rough 
plaster on the walis, but the

to go back to school and gave her account of 
the occurrence as the reporter walked along 
with her back to the school-house. 

‘*‘We we having our classin arithmetic 
when the panic occurred. The room had be- 
come too warm and 1 had raised the win- 
dows somewhat. While I was at the biack- 
board there was a report made by escaping 
steam which alarmed the scholars, and they 
became much excited. I did not think it 


amounted to anything, and endeay- 
ored to calm the pupils by 
assuring them that there was 


no danger and telling them to keep their seats 
and be quiet. My exhortations were success- 
ful, but I had no sooner convinged them that 
there was no cause for alarm than there was a 
second report much more severe than the 
first. Pandemonium at once ensued in the 
room. A number of the scholars rushed for 
the door and succeeded in reaching it and 
opening it before i could stop them. 

ben 1 ot to the door I tried 
to keep those back who had not 
made their escape, but they were wild with 
tear and uncontrollable. They overpowered 
me, and rushed by screaming at the top 
of their voices. Their cries of 
terror were heard by the scholars 
in the other rooms, who, I oe yg thought 
the building was on fire, and also became 
panic stricken. In an instant the scholars 
were puring out ot all the rooms on the lower 
fioors. I stationed myself at the steps 
leading to the mainexit, and triedto keep 
them from rushirg out of the building, but 
they were perfectly frantic with fear and 
rushed at me with such force that I was 
knocked down. A number trampled on me 
before I could regain my feet and I 
thought I would be troddento death. As it 
was my hands were lacerated by being stepped 
on, andI wasalso bruised about the body. 
The excitement I believe, though,did me more 
harm than anything else. It was my first ex- 
erience of the kind, and though I was col- 
ected enough when simply endeavoring to 
mana my own scholars, when the panic 
a — t to the whole school I confess I was ter- 
rified.’’

serious accident, and the first children ran 
down the stone steps and gained the yard. 
Here occurred the greatest confusion as soon 
as they felt themselves safe, they faced around 
and looked back at the building. Of course 
the way was stopped and the narrow vestibule 
was packed with children who were unable to 
getout. Many were severely squeezed and 
FOUR OR FIVE FELL. 
I ran at once to their assistance, drove 
the children from the door, picked up 
those who had fallen, and in afew minutes 
had everything in order and a passave opened. 
Iwas afraid at first that a great many had 
been hurt, as I saw a number lying on the 
grass, and in the corridors, but in 
nearly every instance I found that they were 
suffering from nothing worse than fright, and 
after shivering and shaking recovered their 
self-command and were not at all the 
worse for what had happened. Several 
girls were rather badly scratched, but the 
one who seemed much hurt 
Ida Kilostermier. Her face had 
been crushed against the wall in 
coming down-stairs, and she had been thrown 
down and badly trampled in the vestibule. 
Mr. Fairman picked her up, and she was soon 
able to walk. 
MISS CLARA STICKEL, 

In charge of room No. 9, said: ‘‘I was in my 
room when Ibeard the rush in Miss Krebs’ 
room. I heard the noise made by the steam- 
heater, but thought nothing of it until 
the children began to run. Those in my room 
were started by the noise of the running 
children and the cries that came from No. 10. 
As you see, the doors of rooms 9 and 10 are 
directly 2 each otner, and not more 
than elght feet apart. I called out to my 
chéidren, saying that there was no danger and 
that none sbould leave their seats. Some 
obeyed me, but others ran toward the door. 
I perceived the necessity of stopping the 
rush, and ran to the door. I caughta ee

SUPT. LONG’S INVESTIGATION.

He gave instructions that hereafter, 
under no circumstances, must anyone touch 
the heating apparatus, and then he left very 
much relieved. a ' 

THE STEAM FITTING. 

Robert G. Hogan, a member of the Schoo] 
Board, said this afternoon: ‘‘The steam fit- 
tings in the Blair School were thoroughly over- 
hauled in the past summer and new boilers 
were put in there. The old . Obollers 
and some of the fittings were removed 
to either the Laclede or Pestalozzi 
schoois. The history of that matter was like 
this: The Building Committee of the board 
resolved to beat the Laclede and Pestalozzi 
schools with steam and accepted bids for the 
work, Branch,Crooker & Co. for one building 
and A. Siegel & Ca for the other — 
Afterward Chief Engineer Lee induced the 
committee not to let the work to the con- 
tractors, but him to employ 
laborers by the to do the work.

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LIKE THE OLD BLIZZARD. 


THE GREAT STORM ON TRI ATLANTIO SEA 
COAST. 


Damage to Inland Wires—Only One Coast- 
wise Steamer in—Transatilantic Steamers 
Overdue—The Destruction on Coney 

 ‘Jsland—Wreck of the Allentown—In the 
Dominion—The List of Missing Vessels, 


By Telegraph to the Por- Der Aron. — 

New Tonk, November 28.—In many respects 
the storm, which may now be said to have left 
this vicinity, resembled the memorabie . biis- 
gard of last March. Like the ‘bdDifezard, or 
rather like one section of it, the storm origi- 
nated down the Atiantic coast, down toward 
the West Indies, and slowiy moved seaward, 
where it gradually spent its foroe after play- 
ing on the coast for three days. 

„There seems to be a peculiar attraction 
around New Tork, said Signal Officer Dunn. 
„We are liable to get patohes of rain or snow, 
mingled now and then with a little dash of 
sunlight. The barometer inthis city yester- 
day registered 29.42. During the day the ba- 
rometer steadily rose, and toward night there 
were riffies in the heavily-loaded clouds, 
while the temperature rose rapidly on the ba- 
rometer. Late in the afternoon telegraphic 
communication had not been established to 


the Highiands.’’ 

The damage to the inland wires has nearly 
been made good, although there have been de- 
lays in sending messages, particularily to New 
England points, The damage done to the West- 
ern Union lines in New Jersey is estimated to 
be nearly,if not quite,as heavy as that done in 
March last, although not ag bad at other points. 
The Wyandotte of the Old Dominion line was 
the only coastwise steamer to come in gester- 
day. It was about the roughest passage the 
boat ever made. The gale, which was at first 
inthe northeast, shifted to the northwest, 
putting the vessel intoa terrific cross sea, in 
which she nearly foundered. Her decks were 
repeatedly swept by waves, but the only dam- 
age done was the staving in of adooron the 
starboard side. The twenty-five passengers 
suffered from nothing worse than sea sickness. 

Of the trans-Atlantic steamers the Gallia, 
the Arizona, the Polynesia. and the France all 
report terrible struggles with almost contin- 
uous gales, but no serious accidents. The 
Gallia had northeasterly gales following her 
all the way across the Atiantic until near New 
York, when she ran into the hurricane and 
the wind turned to the northwest. She male 
her passage at about her usual time for this 
season ofthe year. Her passengers suffered 
severely from sea-sickness, and were a rather 
forlorn-looking lot when they landed. 
The experience of the Arizona was 
about the same as that of the 
Atiantic. The Arizonaarrived off the bar at 
5 o'clock Monday afternoon, but could get no 
pllotand beat about all night just keeping in 
sight of the light. The Polynesia left Hamburg 
on the 9th, and only reached Sandy Hook at 
8 o’clock Monday afternoon. She anchored 
off the light-ship and came up yesterday 
morning. She brought 218 immigrants, all of 
them in a more or less worn-out condition 
from the passage. 


The Damage on Coney Island, 


NEW YORK, November 28.—The destruction 
by the storm of property on Coney Island will 
not be covered by $200,000. The concourse 
may be said to be total wreck. The expensive 


concrete roadway lies in heapsof irregular 
fragminente that sbow where the waves swul- 
lowed up $75,000.

THE STATESMAN FROM RANDOLPH. 


How Henry Newman Made an Elaborate Cal- 
culation in Astronomy. 


The presence in the city ofthe State Legis- 
lative Committee, appointed toreport upon the 
condition of the State eleemosynary institu- 
tions, recalls an interesting and amusing in- 
cident in connection with the inquiry ofa 
former committee appointed for a similar pur- 
pose by Gov. Thomas T. Crittenden. Henry 
Newman, 'the statesman from KRandolph 
County, who subsequently achieved distinc- 
tion as the wit of the Thirty-fourth General 


Assembly, accompanied this particular com- 
mittee in the bumble capacity of cierk. The 
members of the committee formed a jovial 
companionable set. They took Newman into 
their little after-dinner conferences, and, 
with ‘‘littie to do and plenty to get,’’ Henry, 
like Sam Weller, enjoyed himself hugely. 
By way of seowing nis gratitude in public for 
the committee’s kindness to him in private, 
whenever the committee visited a State instt- 
tution Henry assumed an appropriately dig- 
nifed expression of countenance, and with 
a Feber No. 2 stuck behind his ear gravely fig- 
ured over and approved the accounts of the 
institution. Senator Downing, Chairman of 
the committee, used to say that as Henry 
knew about as much about figures and mathe- 
matics as a 10-year-old boy nothing short ofa 
special disvensation of Providence could have 
enabled him to prove! the accounts by run- 


| ning three fingers up three separate columns 


of figures at a time. 

Wen the committee arrived at Columbia 
they were shown into the class-room of the 
professor of astrouomy. A side bilack- 
board about twenty feet long by 
five feet in height was closely covered with an 
clorate calculation on the transit of Venus 
worked out in algebraic signs. Downin spied 
the work, and nudging Henry he called bis at- 
tentiontoit. Henry smiled significantly. If 
there was anything in mathematics he 
wouldn’t tackle he'd like to see it. The learned 
clerk of the committee pulled himself to- 
gether, and with a preliminar ‘*ahem!’’ 
sailed up to the blackboard. Picking up a 
piece of chalk Henry ran rapidly up and down 
the professor's calculation, and in less than 
one minute after he began gravely pronounced 
as correct a triumph of mathematical skill 
which had required weeks to compiete.

JUDGE BLACK ON POLICE. 


THE COMMISSIONERS HAVE NO RIGHT TO 
DELEGATE THEIR AUTHORITY. 


Judge Henry's Famous Decision in Favor 
of Mayor Francis Overruled — The 
Supreme Court Keverses Itself—The 
Mayor No Longer the ftxecutive Officer 
of the Board—The Opinion, 


The decision of the State Supreme Court in 
the case of Mayor Francis against Jas. L. 
Blair, involving the control of the local 
police force, has excited a great deal 
of comment among attorneys and 
politicians. While Judge Black, speaking for 
the court, affirms the decision given by Judge 
Henry when the latter wason the bench, two 
years ago, yet he so modifies the previous 
rulings of the court as to have an effect not in- 
tended or contemplated by the ex-Chief 
Justice. 

The history of the litigation was published 
in yesterday’s PostT-Disratos. It had its 
origin in Mayor Francis’ desire to control the 
police force at such times as the Board of Po- 
lice Commissioners was not in session. It 
had been the custom and  »practice 
of the board for years to select one of their 
number to act asthe executive officer of the 
foree when the board was in vacation. The 

resent board in the spring of 1886 elected Mr. 

ames L. Biair to that office, and delegated 
authority to him under the tollowing resol - 
ion: 
THE RESOLUTION. 

‘*Whereas, In the opinion of this board it is 
the meaning and intention of the law estab- 
lishing the Metropolititan police system in 
this city that the entire manasement and con- 
trol of the department should be in the hands 
of the Board of Police Commissioners, and 
through them in such of their number as they 
might select as Vice-President; and 

‘'Whereas, Such has been the uniform cus- 
tom of the department from the beginning; 
now, therefore, to remove any misapprehen- 

jon which may exist ie the premises, Rule 

O. 12 of the Manual is hereby declared to mean 
that the Vice-President is the executive 
officer of the board, and shall at ail times, 
when the board is not in session, have the 
entire management and control of the depart- 
ment, subject always to the epproval of the 
board; and farther, that the Chief of Police 
shail, between the meetings of the board, re- 
ceive and obey the orders of the Vice-Presi- 

ent only.

In conclusion, Judge Black makes a state- 
ment which is very seldom seen ina Supreme 
Court decision as follows: ‘‘All that is said in 
the former opinion of this court in conflict 
with what is herein stated is overruled.’’ 

THE POLITICAL SIGNIFICANCE 

of the decision will be seen when taken in 
connection with the returns of the last elec- 
tion, showing that instead of being a Demo- 
cratic city as it was when Henry delivered his 
decision St. Louis is now a Republican city. 
The power as executive officer of the police 
force, which vans Henry’s dectsion 
gave to the ay or, is taken 
away by Judge Black. In view of the fact 
that the next Mayor of st. Louis will probably 
be a Republican this fact assumes considera- 
ble importance. 

Judge Black also holds That the general 
powers of the board are to be performed by it 
asa body and cannot be delegated to any mem- 
ber, be he President or Vice-President. 

This deprives the Mayor of the authority 
conferred upon him by the previous de- 
cision ot. the Supreme Court and leaves 
the Boa without an executive offi- 
oer. The Board meets on Tuesday 
of every week, and in the meantime the Ohiet 
of Police will be in charge of the force instead 
of the Mayor or Vice-President as heretotore.

DEATH OF MRS. SHERMAN - 


THELIFE PARTNER OF GEN. W. T. SHER 
MAN PASSES AWAY. 


She Departs This Life Surrounded by Hes 
Children, Rachel, Lizzie and Tecumseh 
How the Last Night Was Spent at the 
Bedside—Sketch of Her Life and Her 
Residence in This City. 


NEW YORK, November 28.—Mrs. Ellen Ewing 
Sherman, wife of Gen. W. T. Sherman, is 
lying at her home, No. 75 West Seventy-firs® 
street, in astupor which her physicians fear 
will end in certain death. For forty-five 
years Mrs. Sherman has been suffering from 
heart trouble and about three weeks ago her 
malady assumed a serious aspect. Dr. O. 1. 
Smith of the regular army was called in 
by the General, and through his efforts 
the trouble was somewhat overcome, 
But on Sunday Mrs. Sherman partook of 
something at dinnerthat did not agree with 
her, and lu the evening the serious symptoms 


of her iliness reappeared and she 
was hurriedly put to bed. 
On the ad vice of Dr. Smith 


Gen. Sherman called in another physician, 
and during the night he sent fur Dr. Pepper, 
an eminent Philadelphia physician. Despite 
all the efforts of the medicai men 
Mrs. Sherman continued to grow 
worse, apparently sinking steadily and 


at 7 o’clock last evening her condition became 
so alarming that Gen. Sherman was advised 
to telegraph to all his children to come to 
New York at once. Dispatches were accord- 
ingly sent. 

VERY CRITICAL. 

Dr. Pepper had returned to Philade!phia on 
Monday evening and Dr. Smith feeling that 
some one ought to be on hand constantly for 
an emergency, arranged to live inthe house 
and was given possession of Gen. Sherman's 
room, which adjoins Mrs. Sherman’s on the 
second floor, the General moving to his office 
in the basement. In this way the 
night was passed, Lizzie, Rachel 
and Tecumseh, the three children who 
live at home, watching by their 
mother’s bedside, assisted in waiting on her 
by two professional nurses. Atl o'clock this 


morning the Generali was advised that 
there was no immediate danger of 
Mrs. Sherman’s passin away, but 
her condition was so low that she 


could hardly live more than forty-eight hours 
unless a change occurred within a siort time 
for the better. She was sleeping, but resting 
very uneasily. Gen. Sherman was almoss 
prostrated last evening. 

MES. SHERMAN’S DEATH, 

Mrs. Sherman siept quietly during short pe- 
riods last nivht, but at 8 o’clock it became evi- 
dent that she could live but a few hours. Gen, 
Sherman was notified, and he and his chil- 
dren who live at home—Rachel, Lizzie apd Te- 
cumseh—were at the bedside when Mre. Sher- 
man breathed her last. 


The Late Ellen Ewing Sherman. 


Ellen Ewing Sherman was the daughter of 
Hop. Thomas Ewing, who, for many years, 
was United States Senator from Obio, and was 
Secretary of the Treasury under President W, 
H. Harrison. Hise daughter Ellen was born at 
her father’s home in Ohio in the year 1824. 
At an early age she was made acquainted with 
Wm. T. Sherman. In 1848 they became en- 

aged, and were to have been married in 1546, 
but the Mexican war prevented it.

W. T. Sherman, Jr., who died near 
Vicksburg in 1863, his mother having 
taken him to visit his father, then 
in command of the army; Minnie, who 
married Lieut. Thomas (Fitch, of the 
navy, and now a resident of Pittsburg, 
Pa.; Elizabeth Kwing Sherman, who is un- 
married; Thomas Ewing Sherman, ascholastia 
of the Jesuit Order, now at Detroit, Mich.; 

Thack- 
ara of the navy. who has resigned and is en- 
gaged in business in Philadelphia, Rachel 
Ewin Sherman and Phillips Tecum- 
seh Sherman, the latter a law student at Co- 
lumbia College.

RAILWAY POOLING REVIVED. 

The proposed formation of a gigantic 
railway trust, thinly disguised under the 
title of a clearing-house, composed of all 
the important mid-continent railways, is 
the first determined effort of the railway 
managers to openly nullify the important 
provisions of the interstate commerce law 
forbidding railway pooling. 

If the plan of the clearing-house first 
printed in the Posr-Disrarck of yester- 
day and repeated in this morning’s papers 
be acourate, and there is do reason to 
doubt it, the trust revives the worst 
features of the pool. It gives the Execu- 
tive Board of three members under the 
Board of Managers, consisting of one rep- 
resentative from each road within the 
agreement, absolute control of every 
road and its transportation business in 
the trust. Among the most. important 
powers conferred upon the board are: 

Power to make rates, rules and regula- 
tions. 

Power to enforce these rates, rules and 
regulations by unlimited finés or even by 
the dismissal of recalcitrant officials if 
necessary, 

Power to fix division rates and to divide 
the traffic, which is equivalent to dividing 
the earnings, as in the old pool. 

Power to examine the books, reports 
and way-bills of each company to discover 
whether the rates, rules and regulations 
have been strictly observed. 

In short, the combine wipes out each 
railroad as a separate transportation fac- 
tor and consolidates all the railroads 
within its territory into a huge monopoly. 
This means the death of all competition 
and the ability of each road to resist the 
demands of its patrons or of its employes 
with the combined strength of all the 
railroads associated with it. 

The presumption is that the Presidents 
of the trust roads have taken the best 
legal advice as to the possibility of main- 
taining thie clearing-house plan, but if 
the interstate commerce law does not 
squelch it the law is worthless. No one 
questions the desirability of having fair 
settled rates, butsome other means be- 
sides the trust should be found to secure 
them. 


_  -— 
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THE local organ of Mayor FRaNcis 
makes some queer charges to-day with 
reference to wholesale hawking of re- 
leases from the Work-house among the 
friends of inmates by political hangers-on 
and even members of the Municipal As- 
sembly. The queerest feature about the 
whole business, however, is that the 
Mayor should grant releases on the peti- 
tion of hangers-on in sufficient number to 
cause scandal. Is the Mayor so free of 
favors of this kind, Which nullify laws 
and police efficiency, that the business is 
scandalously profitable under his admin- 
istration? 
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THe speculation in the country as to 
what policy Gen. Harrison will adopt to- 
wards the South appears foolish in view of 
the fact that the policy of non-interference 
by the Federal Govérnment in the affairs 
of State Government has been so thor- 
oughly engrafted on the conduct of na- 
tional administration that it would be 
dangerous to change it. Gen. Harrison 
will undoubtedly treat the South as he 
treats all other sections of the country. It 
would be impossible for him to do other- 
wise and he is not likely to attempt it.

The Abandoned Lad Adopted by a Wealthy 


Gentieman Recently Deceased.

New York, November 28.—This appears in 
the Sun this morning: President Gerry of the 
Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to Uhil- 
dren is quoted in the Tribune as saying this: 
**] could tell you a good story of a child we 
rescued from inhuman parents a short time 
ago. He is a boy, son of a wealthy man, and 
will become heir to $2,000,000 before long. He 
will be a great catch lu the matrimonial field. 
Will Itell his name? Of course I won't, for 
— the ladies in the country would de alter 
m. 
„The boy came into our hands in the early 
rt 956.85 said Mr. Jenkins, Superin- 
Bade ot the Society. We got him through 
the courts in the usual way. He wass years 
old then, Ithink. His mother was a drunken 
sot, and his father, once a very wealthy 
man, had sunken to be a brutal father. They 
were arrested for cruelty. The office of the 
society was then at Seventeenth street, and 
we had our children taken care of at police 
headquarters. In some way, I don’t just hap- 
pen to remember bow, a wealthy gentleman 
saw the boy and became interested in his pa- 
thetic story. The little fellow was very bright 
and was r attracted by him. The gen- 
tleman was childless. His wife saw the boy 
and took a great liking to him as her husband 
did. The boy remained with the society 
nearly a year, and showed fine traits. 
geutieman and his wife finally conciaded 
to takethe child and adopt him and they 
did so in a legal form. Upon the death of the 
gentieman, a short time ago, the adopted son 
received half of the man’s wealth, about 2, 
000,000, sbhariog it equally with his foster- 
mother, He will get the entireproperty at bis 
foster-mother’s death. The boy is now being 
educated in one of the best colleges in the 
country, andthe mother is living witb him in 
the city in which the college is. The boy’s 
history, since leaving ns, has confirmed the 
promise shown at that time. I saw his parents 
about two years ago, and they are about dead 
with drinking and dissipation.’’ 
Mr. Jenkins showed the reporter a picture 
of the lad, It was a little boy with bright eyes, 
nose slightly turned up and dark hair. The 
society is now just beginning to reap,’’ said 
Mr. Jenkins, some of the'truits of its labors 
in the early years. We began in 1876. Ihe 
boys we sent out then are getting grown up 
and weare now able to see forthe first time 
what kind of men and women the society has 
rescued and what their fortune in the world 
has been. We have never had an odd boy or 
irl who bas done so well, 60 
ar as pecuniary circumstances are 
concerned, as thlie doy oft whom 1 
I dave been speaking, but we have had chil- 
dren adopted from our care whom their foster 
parents have left hundreds and tens of thou-

RAILROAD CONSTRUCTION BEGUN. 


The &t. Louis, Kansas City & Colorado te Be 
Extended. 


Some excitement has been caused in railroad 
circles by the news that the work of constrac- 
tion on the St. Louis, Kansas City & Colorado, 
which bas for some tise been suspended, and 
the construction of which has been a matter of 
doubt, would be recommenced within a very 
short time, and pushed forward as rapidly as 


possible. The present terminus of the road is 
at Union, Mo., and it was supposed by many 
that the further prosecution of construction 
had been abandoned, the Atchison, Topeka & 
Santa Fe, which is the owner of the St. Louis, 
Kansas City & Colorado, being supposed to 
have made other arrangements for 4 perma- 
nent connection with its lines west of the 
Missouri. Recent developments bave proved 
this idea to be ill founded. Construction bonds 
to the amount of $500,000 have been placed in 
the Exst, principally in Boston, and the work 
of grading the road from Union west will 
pro nat be commenced during December 
next. he exact line to be followed has not 

et been annwunced, although it is probably 

nown to the officers of the company. Three 
parties are now inthe feld making preliniin- 
ary surveys, and the probabilities are thata 
large force of men wili be put to work within 
the present year.

THE PASTOR OF ST. JOHNS WILL HAVE THAT 
TITLE AFTER FRIDAY. 


Arrangements for One of the Grandest Cere- 
monies Which Has Ever Occurred in the 
Catholic Church in This City—Sixteen 
Bishops to Participate—A Grand Musical 


Programme Prepared. 


HE most important event 
which has occurred inthe 
Catholic Church in 8t. 
Louis since the consecra- 
tion of Bishop Bonacum a 
little over a year ago, will 
be the consecration of 
Rev. J. J. Hennessy Fri- 
day at St. John’s Church 
FF 4 as Bishop of Wichita. 

MLE Bishop Hennessy is one 
of the youngest men who has attained that 
dignity in this country. Heis just 40 years of 
age. He was born in Ireland, but came to this 
country when he was but a little more than a 
year old. He was ordained a priest at 20 years 
of age and his first mission was at 
Potosi, Mo. From there he went to Iron 
Mountain. It was while he was stationed at 
this latter place that he was commissioned by 
the Archbishop to collect for the Protectorate. 
He was appofnted pastor of St. John’s in 1880, 
and has been stationed there ever since. He

THE CEREMONY. 

When the proeession erters the church the 
consecrator, Archbishop Kenrick, will saya 
short prayer at the foot of the altar and then 
go to his throne and be vested with full 
pontificais. He goes then to the faldst stool, 
which is placed op a platform before the 
center of the aitar. The apostolic commission 
will then be read by Notary Vicar General 
Muhisiepen. When this is concluded the con 
secrator Willask a number of questions of 
the bishop-elect and the latter then takes the 
Oath of office. The Consecrator gives him an 
open faced book ofthe gospels to kies to con- 
firm the oath. The massis then begun and 
continued as far as the gradua. The conse- 
orator then again takes his eons op the faldst 
stool and the litanies are chanted by a choir 
of priests stationed just outside the altar 
rails. The  iitanies belng finished the 
consecrator intones the ‘*Veni Creator Spir- 
tus, which is continued by the choir. The 
office of the eonsecration poe oe fy then be- 
gun, Along thin cloth is folded around the 
head of the bishop-elect by the master of cere- 
monies. The consecratér removes his mitre 
and takes off his ring and gloves. 8 on 
the ring again he dips the thumb of nis right 
band in chriem and he anoints therewith the 
head of the elect, who is kneeling before him, 
Arst making the sign of the cross upon the 
crown and then anointing entirely. After 
saying some prayers the master 
of ceremonies utes a small cloth
